‘The Waterbed Professionals” 
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Compulsive addiction 
treatment ominous 


British Columbia recently marked an ignominious 
anniversary: the first birthday of her compulsory 
addiction treatment program. This was initiated in 
reaction to the province's soaring crime rate. A 
large percentage of B.C. crime is druy-related 
and citizens are understandably desp:rate to 
end this binge of brutality. However, the solution 
on which they seized is no answer. As one B.C. 
doctor, an addiction treatment specialist says, 
the experience of other jurisdictions has proven 
the programs results are not worth the price paid. 


It should be obvious that unless all addicts are 
given a life sentence in maximum security, there 
can be no hope of forcing addicts to go straight. If 
they could be that easily deterred, this sinister 
island hideaway for junkies would never exist. 
The figures on recovery from opiate addiction are 
depressing: only .06 percent of addicts are ever 
successful in dislodging the opiate monkey from 
their backs forever. This tiny group must have 
needed every ounce of will to win the battle. 
Without that will, the odds on success are infinit- 
esmal. The hard core addict fears life without his 
drug more than anything on earth. Temporary 
institutionalization and compulsive withdrawal 
are only minor irritants in comparison. 


The price tag on this program and others like it 
has yet to be reckoned. What are the implications 
of yet another sacrifice of precious freedoms? 
And this does not refer only to the rights of 
addicts. Every time a repressive law is passed in 
the name of the public good, it has an equal 
potential to act against that public. Those who 
scoff at this danger should have a chat with 
Howard Gowan. In 1967, Mr. Gowan made the 
mistake of filing a complaint about the slow 
response by the local RCMP to problems he 
encountered as the owner of a 1600 acre ranch. 
They responded to this one. One day while 
Howard was working around the place, the police 
drove up and asked Howard to chat with them in 
the cruiser. Howard did and they talked ... all the 
way to the nearest mental health clinic. From 
there, he was transferred to a psychiatric institu- 
tion where he was subjected to extensive elect- 
ro-shock treatments and drug therapy. His wife 
was unable to locate him for 40 days and he was 
finally rescued by a_ student nurse who 
recognized him and convinced hospital staff 
that all was not as it should be. 


Keep Howard Gowan and his trumped-up 
madness in mind. And don't forget Val Orlikow, 
the Canadian MP's wife who was treated with 
LSD on several occasions without her 
knowledge or approval in a CIA sponsored 
experiment in a Montreal hospital. Ignore Peter 
Treu's persecution at the hands of the federal 
government at your own risk. 


For those who still see the issue of civil 
liberties as so much bleeding-heart blather, the 
danger of trading them in might be more 
convincing in a fiscal metaphor! Civil rights are 
the currency with which we purchase law, 
order and security. We are advocating 
conservation in all matters, from money to 
energy to water. The same approach is 
needed with law. If we fritter our currency away 
in a flurry of small repressive programs, we risk 
depleting our shrinking fund of liberties. 
However, this kind of bankruptcy won't enjoy 
any of the relief now brought to the fiscally 
bankrupt. If we run out of liberty, there will be 
no overdrafts or consolidations, loans or credit 
cards. There will only be opporession.

Another $1,018,000 is sl- 
ated for debt servicing. 
$50,000 of this is for opera- 
tional borrowing and the rest 
is scheduled for debenture 
payments. The Province 
supports $770,738 (plus 
$17,500 interest support - 
borrowing in excess of 8% 
interest) leaving $179,762 for 
St. Albert taxpayers to pick 
up (about $30 of that $266 
education tax bill mentioned 
above). 

Capital expenditures in- 
clude smoke detectors 
($4,000), dust collectors for 
the woodworking shop at 
Simpson ($14,000), mainten- 
ance ($15,000 includes addi- 
tional truck - $6,000 and 
three master clocks - $7,000), 
office equipment ($5,000 
includes Microwave oven for 
Paul Kane cafeteria - $1,000) 
renovations ($28,985 includ- 
es carpeting in grade one 
classrooms at Rundle and 
Mackenzie - $4,000, carpet- 
ing in library and offices at 
Nickerson - $2,400, sound 
proofing music room at 
Simpson - $4,700, guidance 
office and remedial reading 
room at Mackenzie - $5,000, 
storage area for science lab 
at Paul Kane - $3,000) and 
$118,000 for instructional 
equipment (typewriters, in- 
dustrial and graphic arts 
equipment, band equipment, 
colour video tape recorders, 
etc.). 


BUSING 


Transportation costs have 
shot up considerably with 
ratepayers looking at over 
2.5 mills to help cover the 
$315,000 needed. Govern- 
ment grants have been cut 
$50,000 following the com- 
pletion of W.D. Cuts and 
Wild Rose schools because 
students in those areas now 
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have community schools less 
than 1% miles away and 
thereby do not qualify. St. 
Albert's classification as a 
city cut another $25,000 from 
provincial grants. Highway 
Traffic Board ratings of 66 
passenger buses as 44 pass- 
enger buses for senior and 
junior high school students 
increased the number of 
buses necessary at $11,000 
per bus, 

Bus passes will again 
increase this year as the 
District 6 Board continues its 
‘user pay’ policy. Even at the 
$80 per person per year rate 
set, (families pay a maximum 
$160), the administration 
Says passes would have to 
increase by some $100 to 
even approach the break- 
even point. 


THE GOOD NEWS 


The increased tax load 
means a lower pupil/teacher 
ratio and new programs in 
the special education area. 
Grades one and two will have 
lower class loads. Robert 
Rundle's enrichment pro- 
gram will run as a pilot for 
one more year before eva- 
luation and consideration for 
its expansion. And the 
District's instructional staff 
development program will 
continue; allowing teachers 
to be more capable of 
introducing new programs to 
the classroom for student 
benefit. The latter is par- 
ticularly pertinent with the 
significant number of curri- 
cula changes being intro- 
duced by Alberta Education. 

A junior grade one pro- 
gram will be introduced in 
the fall. It will provide small 
classes for those students 
who are not quite ready for 
the regular program and 
have the side benefit of 
generally reducing grade one 


class sizes. Grade one class- 
rooms will be carpeted to 
facilitate the many activities 
these students take part in on 
the floor. 

Both opportunity classes 
now in existence will be 
maintained for the educable 
retarded as will the two 
junior high improvement 
classes. Two pre-vocational 
classes will be added at the 
junior high level to ac- 
commodate a growing num- 
ber of students which Ed- 
monton no longer has places 
for, 

Counselling services and 
librarians will be maintained 
in every school. 


COMMENTS 


Superintendent Elmer 
Gish summed up his review 
of the budget saying, ‘‘l 
think that in view of the 
programs we are offering, 
the taxpayers will be getting 
real value for their money."’ 

Trustee Garry Hodgins, a 
member of the Finance 
Committee, explained the 
significant tax increase by 
relating it to last year's 
budget. ‘‘Last year we were 
a little bit more stringent 
than we perhaps should have 
been, making this year's 
move necessary. We are 
looking at computerized sys- 
tems to help us look down the 
road and level out these 
bumps."* % 

Trustee Ernie Wynychuk, 
while happy with the addi- 
tional programs, was still 
concerned about the number 
of special education students 
which continue to travel into 
Edmonton. He hoped that 
new construction next year 
(Akinsdale) would help in 
this area, 

Trustee Shirley McCaffery 
said that she hoped ‘‘that 
when you (District admini- 


stration) get public reaction, 
people realize St. Albert has 
a very high average income 
and it (tax increase) is not 
very much when compared to 
the money people pay for 
luxuries.’* She went on to 
defend the increase in bus 
fare with the argument that 
the Board uses its money for 
education with transportat- 
ion not a top priority. 

Board Chairman Wes 
Penner called the budget ‘'a 
catch-up budget"’ with last 
year’s being fairly stringent. 
“I know. I received calls 
saying | hadn't done much to 
improve the quality of edu- 
cation, I hope this year will 
make it up.’’ He pointed out 
that taxes in the district 
would still be less than 
District 3 or Edmonton. 

Finance Chairman Scott 
Firese summed up with an 
explanation of busing costs. 
He said that during the last 
two months he had been in 
contact with the city and 
asked that they look at 
student busing in their 
current study of overall 
busing requirements. ‘‘In- 
creasing costs,’’ he said, 
**make this approach even 
more necessary."* 


SUPERINTENDENT GISH 
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Managing growth is a complex problem, 


coming to a head

Much hullabaloo has been created in the Greater 
Edmonton area by the “‘Horizon 21” application by 
the City of Edmonton to the Local Authorities 
Board. It is a bold move by Edmonton to bring a 
huge tract of land under the city’s jurisdiction. 
Edmonton’s boundaries would be expanded to 
include St. Albert and Sherwood Park with a 
combined population nearing 60,000, and large 
portions to be taken from surrounding rural 
municipalities, one of the biggest losers being the 
M.D. of Sturgeon. Excluding St. Albert and 
Sherwood Park, the land within the application is 
presently used for agriculture, light and heavy 
industrial sites and hundreds of country residences 
on acreages. The areas are governed by a seven- 
member council in St. Albert, the County of 
Strathcona which includes Sherwood Park with nine 
councillors, (three from Sherwood Park), M.D. 
Sturgeon and counties of Leduc and Parkland. 

Throughout the province, back in the fifties, 
regional planning commissions were set up to 
“manage” growth and land use considerations. They 
were made up of elected representatives from the 
various municipal bodies in each region. When the 
Edmonton Regional Planning Commission was set 
up the growth rate in Alberta had been slow, but was 
starting to pick up in the wake of the discovery of 
the Leduc oil field. The rush began for finding more 
oil and gas, and with the development came 
pipelines to feed refineries and chemical plants in 
the greater Edmonton area, particularly her eastern 
boundaries. Major rivers were a requirement for 
these developments. Except for temporary influxes 
during drilling and pipeline construction, the rural 
areas did not grow significantly. The main effect of 
the new industry was boom growth in Edmonton 
and Calgary, and by 1970 it was estimated that over 
70 percent of the population lived in Edmonton and 
Calgary, despite concerted efforts by smaller centres 
to attract spin off growth. 

The Trans Canada pipeline was built and oil was 
shipped east to petro-chemical plants, the Social 
Credit Government being content to collect a 
relatively small royalty and allow the major benefits 
of the oil and gas industry to accrue to Calgary and 
Edmonton. Meanwhile commercial buildings in 
towns and villages were being boarded up and little 
new construction took place. The fight was on in 
areas where gas plants came in to attract the 10 to 
30 permanent employees, often with special 
concessions granted to get even 10 new homes built. 
It was a struggle to make many centres viable. 


HOW THINGS HAVE CHANGED 


When the Conservative government came in, with 
a new policy of diversifying growth and greatly 
increased revenues through higher royalities on oil 
and gas, the picture changed. In the past eight years 
Alberta has grown by more than 500,000 people, 
with much of that growth going to centres outside 
the two major cities. St. Albert in 1966 was less 
than 8,000, and people were having to give up their 
homes for less than was left on the mortgage if they 
had to move. Homes were being disposed of by 
mortgage companies at $10,000 to a top of $25,000 
and it was a depressing time for St. Albert. Just east 
of Edmonton in Sherwood Park houses could be 
bought for less and taxes were lower. This was due 
to tax revenue returns on oil and gas industries in 
County Strathcona. Municipalities petitioned the 
government for a sharing of industrial tax, arguing 
that the resources providing this tax base belonged 
to all Albertans. Neither the Socreds or the P.C.’s 
ever came up with such a formula, although some 
parts of the U.S.A. do have such a sharing formula, 
such as North Carolina where industrial wealth is 
spread throughout the state. Rather the present 
government opted for decentralization and diversifi- 
cation and in fact most centres in Alberta have 
benefited from this policy. But gone were the days 
when towns felt 10 or 20 new homes would be a 
boost. Thousands of new homes and resulting 
increases in assessment did not put places like St. 
Albert in a strong financial position - rather the 
town went further and further into debt, under a 
ratio of roughly 94 percent residential and six 
percent business/industrial assessment. Recently 
relieved of all their municipal debt with a billion 
dollar government program, the municipalities still 
continue to press for a revenue sharing formula for 
the long term. 

Meanwhile Alberta continues, and will continue 
to grow, and much of it will happen in the greater 
Edmonton area, so that planning for the region is 


most important. The situation of various municipali- 
ties within the region drawing up their own plans, 
with not much regard to what the others are doing is 
leading to chaos, and many problems regarding 
transportation in the Edmonton central core, and 
adequate water and sewer services for the whole 
area, 

The provincial government spent hundreds of 
thousands of dollars over the past three years on a 
regional utility study. The major recommendation 
was to set up regional water and sewer boards, the 
reasoning being that all communities, large and 
small must be adequately provided with these 
absolutely essential services. 

St. Albert has a sewer line of its own and hoped 
to make money on it as a utility, It has taken five 
years to get an agreement signed with M.D. 
Sturgeon, due largely to the locating of a federal 
penitentiary in the M.D. of Sturgeon. The selling 
price desired by St. Albert has caused centres such 
as Stony Plain, Spruce Grove, Morinville and Fort 
Saskatchewan to delay action in bringing the St. 
Albert line into regional status. In the short run the 
line as a saleable utility may. benefit St. Albert, but 
in the long run it may not. The costs of upgrading 
the line to environmental standards may be 
extremely high, given, the need to vastly improve the 
quality of the polluted North Saskatchewan river. In 
this situation a regional line, with all customers 
sharing that cost, may prove the less costly route to 
follow. 

In the case of water Edmonton is the supplier for 
the whole area of treated water, and has the 
capacity to service a population of more than two 
million. A regional water board would have more 
clout in dealing with Edmonton on water rates than 
each municipality on its own. Such a board could 
include St. Albert, Morinville, Legal, Gibbons and 
M.D. Sturgeon. 


UNDER WHICHEVER PLAN 
GROWTH WILL BE THE SAME 


The many applications for annexation presently 
before the L.A.B. by municipalities, owners and 
developers, if accepted, would fill in about the same 
area as is being proposed by Edmonton, The 
difference being that Edmonton’s proposal is that 
the whole area be governed by the City of 
Edmonton. Over and above this, two and possibly 
three satellite towns are being proposed within or 
adjoining the Met area. A private firm last week 
submitted a proposal for 6,000 acres between 
Edmonton and St. Albert to be annexed to 
Edmonton. 


SEEKING SOLUTIONS IS EXPENSIVE 


Each municipality in the Edmonton region is 
required by the province to prepare a General Plan, 
which has cost taxpayers plenty for studies, extra 
staff, administration and consultants fees and they 
must be reviewed every five years. Annexation 
hearings have cost in the past, up to a million 
dollars for one hearing, as the barrage of lawyers 
and consultants come into play to present evidence 
on the annexation. Private developers requesting 
annexation must do the same, and they pass the 
costs along in more expensive lots and homes. All 
the municipalities within the huge met area proposed 
by the Edmonton annexation proposal are now 
faced with another expensive round of preparing 
ammunition against the annexation. 


DO IT YOURSELF? 


There are 67 elected representatives within the 
greater Edmonton area, including aldermen, 
councillors and MLA’s, and 50 or more elected 
school trustees. 

The Province, the municipalities and the ERPC 
have studied the area to death over the past 20 
years. It would seem that given all the information 
now available to them, the municipalities could 
prepare their own cases, without again lining the 
pockets of squads of lawyers, bureaucrats and 
consultants, In the case of St. Albert, Alderman 
Barry Breadner who has considerable experience 
and ability, aided by the city administrator, could 
present the case against annexation to Edmonton, 
He could do so clearly and concisely, presenting the 
major, pertinent objections. All the studies and 
statistics can be compacted into about a dozen main 
considerations and need not be argued in lengthy 
detail by squads of ‘experts.’ Or are we to become 
a society of administrators lost in a pencil forest? 


EDUCATION $’s 
TO TRANSPORTATION 


The 1979 budget recently announced by the school 
board for district #6 will require an increase in its 
property tax mill rate from 5.03 mills to 7.75 mills. This 
represents a 54% increase in school taxes for the 
supporters of this school district in 1979. 

It is alleged that the tax increase is necessary for the 
purchase of new school equipment and the enhancement 
of education programs. However, this budget also includes 
a substantial level of expenditure for the transportation of 
pupils who reside within the immediate vicinity of their 
school, often as close as “4 mile. For the transportation of 
each of these pupils, the school board plans to spend in 
excess of $200 per year and collect a bus fee of only $80 
per year. 

Should we be subjected to a tax increase of over 50% 
when the school board is using education tax dollars to 
heavily subsidize unnecessary transportation?

R. G. Gates, director 
general of Employment and 
Immigration Canada in Al- 
berta and the Northwest 
Territories, said that all 36 of 
the Edmonton-bound refug- 
ees arrived Thursday on an 
Air Canada flight from 
Vancouver. 


Refugees arrive in Edmonton 


“All of these refugees 
escaped from Vietnam by 
small boat and made their 
way to refugee camps else- 
where in Asia,’’ said Mr. 
Gates, 

It is expected that all of the 
refugees arriving yesterday 
will be settled in Edmonton. 
However, Mr. Gates said 
that according to the current 
plan Alberta would be re- 
ceiving approximately 45 
refugees from Indo-China 
each month during 1979 and 


that the majority of them 
would be settled in Edmon- 
ton and Calgary with limited 
numbers going to Lethbridge 
and Red Deer, 

The Canada Employment 
and Immigration Commis- 
sion assumes the major costs 
associated with the initial 
settlement of refugees in 
each province. However, Mr. 
Gates noted that the Com- 
mission also depends to 
some extent on assistance 
from individuals, private or- 


ganizations and other levels 
of government to ensure the 
successful settlement of re- 
fugees in the country. 

In order to minimize 
problems refugees may have 
in adapting to their new life, 
attempts are made to per- 
manently settle them as 
quickly as possible. The 
Employment Centre thus 
must locate houses or apart- 
ments for the refugees. 
Furniture, household supp- 
lies and clothing must be 


purchased. And the children 
need school supplies. It is 
also necessary to assess the 
refugees’ need for language 
training and health care and 
to begin the search for 
employment. 

In taking care of many of 
the refugees’ needs the 
Commission depends to 
some extent on assistance 
from private organizations, 
individuals and other levels 
of government.

Hemingway once defined morality in these terms: 
“What is moral is what you feel good after, and what is 
immoral is what you feel bad after.’ Herbert Spencer 
believed that “absolute morality is the regulation of 
conduct that pain shall not be inflicted.” These two 
definitions, which say in essence that anything goes as 
long as one isn’t hurting oneself or others, should be 
liberal enough to suit all but the moral anarchist. 
Unfortunately some of our cultural and social pursuits fail 
to meet even these criteria, This column has never been a 
hymn to conventional morality and it won’t start now. 
However, even a dedicated champion of ‘do-your-own 
thing’ has limits, and these are drawn at the point when 
people are adversely affected by the pursuits of others. (I 
also draw the line at the seedy way in which formerly 
delicious sins are being presented). Having watched a 
Series of late-night weekend rock shows, a name for the 


decade occurred to me: we're now enduring the Sleazy 
Seventies, 


It was Don Kirschner’s latest contribution to Schlock 
and Roll that is most disturbing. Granted, Kirschner is no 
more evil than anyone else, just more boring, but his show 
reflects the lack of any inspiration beyond the profit 
motive.

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Quest scorns Edmonton; 
the feeling is reciprocal

The headline was eye- 
catching: ‘‘How the Good 
Old Toronto Sun Went 
West.”’ As the Sun is neither 
old nor particularly good, I 
was immediately leery.

“Alice In Wonderland” starting tonight at 8 p.m. 
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When I read the by-line, my 
suspicions were confirmed. 
In my high school years and 
later on the local daily, Ron 
Base and I snickered through 
our student and cub repor- 
ting days with much irrever- 
ence. Evidently, Ron is still 
snickering. The piece which 
so enraged my colleagues 
shows Base’s talent for 
truculence as well as a 
disinclination to dig below 
the stereotype. However, | 
was not altogether surprised 
by the disparagement of 
things western. After all, this 
is a man who once returned 
to his hometown for a 
weekend wedding, enjoyed 
the hospitality of friends and 
then scuttled back to his lair 
at the Toronto Sun to write a 
scathing review of the whole 
visit! His friends were less 
than amused, as will Ed- 
montonians be when they 
read Base's article in the 
April issue of Quest maga- 
zine. Although this is a puff 
piece, it can only have a 
divisive effect, something we 
don't need right now. 

The east seems to be 
producing a virulent breed of 
writer these days, and Mr. 
Base seems to have been 
caught up in the rising tide of 
venom. Scribes on the 
Toronto Ottawa Montreal 
circuit are sounding what 
might best be termed a 
strident whine in their copy. 
Change is in the offing and 
these writers are profoundly 
allergic to any alteration to 
the Kingdom of Upper 
Canada, Not only are there 
rumours abroad that there 
actually is a world beyond 
the Manitoba-Ontario bor- 
der, but some people are 
actually implying that out 
here on the Frontier, success 
is possible for those who 
have never even heard of 
Upper Canada College! Eg- 
ad! These parvenus must be 
reprimanded for their pre- 
sumption. Who better to help 
remonstrate than Ron, whose 


inborn jaundiced attitude is 
quite suited to such saff- 
ron-shaded journalese. 

For starters, he patronizes 
Edmonton women for their 
puzzling reluctance to as- 
Suage the Sun's mania for 
mammaries’ by becoming 
Sunshine girls. Ontario girls, 
says Base, are camera ready, 
“with nipples at full point,"’ 
eager for Sunshine fame, 
The refusal of Edmonton 
girls to join their eastern 
sisters in objecthood only 
reflects their inherent pro- 
vincialism, Base implies, On 
the contrary, they are merely 
wiser. They know that such 
exhibitionism is morally sl- 
eazy and climatically spea- 
king, probably quite painful, 
Base particularly cites the 
infamous Grey Cup Sunshine 
Girl as evidence of priggish- 
ness. Bullroar! As anyone 
who saw the picture knows, it 
was worthy of contempt on 
aesthetic grounds alone. It 
was a lousy picture, re- 
sembling a promo glossy for 
the Gates of Heaven mas- 
sage parlour. In their re- 
jection of it, Edmontonians 
merely demonstrated a dis- 
criminating appreciation for 
the finer things. 

Peter Pocklington was 
another victim of Base's 
bombast. Peter Puck is 
snidely mocked for hanging 
an Emily Carr original in his 
Ford dealership office, as if 
this in some way diminshed 
the stature of the work. 
Surely Base has it back- 
wards, The most banal 
location can only be en- 
hanced by the presence of a 
masterpiece. 

Base plays a familiar 
Eastern tune when he sneers 
delicately at the Edmonton 
cultural scene. Torontonians 
particularly resent the grow- 
ing recognition that this city 
is getting, even internat- 
ionally, When told by one 
resident that Edmonton was 
among the top three Cana- 
dian cities in terms of 


culture, Base says that the 

man made the comment 

without blinking. And no 
blink was required. The 
gentleman probably over- 

heard any number of out of 
province artists exclaiming at 
the vitality of the arts in 
Edmonton. Praise of this‘ 
nature has come from people 
like broadway actor Paul 

Rudd, Canadian acting vet- 

eran Barry Morse and film 

star Ron Moody, toname a 

few. All agree there is a 

dynamism here not to be 

found in more sleek, com- 

placent cities. The energy is 

nearly palpable. 

When he says that the 
most fervent western de- 
fenders are refugees from 
the east, Base is right but he 
fails to see the significance. 
If Edmonton is the beer- 
and-bingo outpost perceived 
in the east, why have all of us 
elected to live here? Base 
would no doubt say money 
was the bait, and therein lies 
the crux of Eastern contempt 
for the West. It is rooted in 
envy. When easterners decry 
Alberta's nouveaux riches, it 
isn't the nouveaux they're 
objecting to. 

Despite my obsession with 
the Base story, I did look at 
the rest of Quest, It is 
inconsistent, but interest- 
ingly so. A series on the 
threat to civil liberties was 
potent stuff, on a subject that 
needs all the press it can get, 
while there is still a free 
press to speak out, Michael 
Ryval writes hard-edged 
prose which coldly docu- 
ments nightmarish infringe- 
ments on individual free- 
doms, It was gripping. 

Another piece, ‘‘What's 
Wrong With our Political 
Parties’’ gives a lot of 
information crucial to an 
informed vote, as well as 
some interesting tidbits, 
However, Eastern myopia 
shows up again, In the whole

“Weekend Jam,”’ the Kirschner show. 

The word sleazy keeps recurring, as I attempt to 
pinpoint exactly what was so disturbing about the 
program. It seemed to have no ethical direction at all, and 
no pride in craftsmanship was evidenced. It’s no wonder, 
because this is not really a performance at all. Thi, is a 
slick packaged deal, an illusion of hot wax and VTR, lip 
synch and overdubbing. The line-up of talent reveals a 
dazzling lack of discrimination and taste. The subtle 
melodic mystery of Klaatu is followed by the inanities of 
the Unknown Comic. (He was funny once but he has run 
out of bag gags). A tender love song is followed by a 
dance that celebrates sadism. This same blindness to 
quality or the lack of it is not limited to television 
programs, unfortunately. In the world of commerce, the 
same indifference is evident in the sale of shoddy goods ai 
exclusive prices; in religious circles it ‘s seen in the 
willingness to embrace second-rate demigo ques like Rev. 
Moo and Jim Jones. In politics, it was evidenced by the 
election of Richard Nixon, a second-rater of historic 
proportions. 

Perhaps this is the most immora! aspect of the program, 
which is after all merely a reflection of the society it plays 
to. A passive acceptance, or even expectation of the 
second rate will reduce the aspirations of the next 
generation. Whether it’s a rock program, or a religion high 
standards are not only nice to have, they are essential if 
humanity is to progress without backsliding into moral 
cultural and social inferiority. All this from a measly rock 
show, you mutter? Yes, because a rock show, with all its 
rock-related hype merely provides a magnified image of 
the standards of the society. The second rate looks even 
worse in punk style and the trend to a menacing 
mediocrity is easier to see. 


LACKS HUMANITY 


It looks to me as if the Kirschner show was put together 
by computer. Given Kirschner’s seemingly bloodless 
personality, and the inconsistency of the show itself and it 
looks as if the material was chosen by a computer scan of 
group preferences. If the people are into sadism, then give 
them sadists, in this case, the two dancers. (The dance 
climaxes when the woman is kicked viciously in the jaw.) 
If people are into voyeurism, show them a peek-a-boo film 
clip of Rod Stewart nuzzling the breasts of a girl who is 
mostly in the buff. I shudder to think what Mr. Kirschner

could come up with given a public craze for necrophilia. 

This program has a big following. People whose 
sexuality is still in the formative stages. If their sexual 
habits develop along the lines seemingly advocated by this 
program then we won't have to worry about the next 
generation. They'll expire from exhaustion by the time 
they're thirty. 

I’m also skeptical of the value of sadism to anyone, 
especially to those who have probably never confronted 
the reality. I hate to sound reactionary but ‘‘sadistic chic” 
in the form of Punk Rock (the philosophy more than the 
music itself) or modern dance stinks to high heaven. No 
matter what trendy disguises it might wear pain is pain, 
whether you like or not, so to speak. When someone has 
to suffer bodily harm to fulfil the wishes of another, both 
are in a tragic state. Why legitimize such a pathetic 
relationship? Is it necessary to present a_ stylized 
exhortation to wife beating in the guise of art? Will some 
young kid subconsciously absorb this violence? If so, will 
that episode join the host of his other past experiences 
which will ultimately determine whether or not he beats 
his wife? These questions are important, but the subject of 
morality is so vast we prefer to tiptoe around them. For 
those of us who have consistently demanded freedom in 
all things it is difficult to even discuss morality on a 
societal scale for fear of sounding fascist. The ‘anything 
goes’ philosophy sounded great in the Sixties, but perhaps 
there must always be a limit. If the people want romance, 
TV can give it them; if the people want lust, TV can give 
it to them. However if the people want pain, let them seek 
elsewhere than on public networks, This is not an 
advocacy of censorship however. Self censorship is the 
ultimate tool of morality. No-one can do it for you. 


In recent months I’ve heard a lot about the resurrection 
of machismo in response to women’s lib. It is not the 
machismo of by-gone heroes, but more the brutality of 
thugs. The trend was apparent on both Kirschner and 
Friday’s Midnight Express. The host of the first show 
referred to the two Barbie Doll clones at his side as Rover 
and Spot! Yuck. On Friday, we were shown the Village 
People baying out their latest hit, ‘Macho Man’. These 
guys are scary dressed in odd uniforms and other 
costumes -- Indian Chief, electrician with tool belt etc. 
They stomp, shake their fists in unison and make 
menacing gestures throughout. There’s a faintly fascist 
flavour to their act. Again, TV is perpetrating and 
legitimizing vicious behavior. 

The show was not totally beyond redemption. Klaatu 
was great although the group of course did not make an 
appearance as it has never been seen publicly. On the 
other hand neither did Rod Stewart or Olivia Newton 
John, Both sent tapes of recent concerts, made to look as 
if they were live from Kirschner. In fact, the Olivia 
segment was the same tape as seen on the Friday night 
program. We're accepting cheap and shoddy methods 
without a whimper. 

The whole picture of societal rot revealed in these and 
other programs make me very nervous. I tell myself its an 
over-reaction but life according to Don Kirschner conjures 
up bizarre visions of the Fall or some such holocaust. 
How much more depraved can we get than recent events 
which reflect the moral vacuum. Jim Jones and John 
Philip Gacy did not invent themselves. They were formed 
in some torturous melding of experience and genes. Will 
we continue to decline, facing greater horrors? 

Well, I know one thing for sure. I'll never again watch 
aTV rock concert. It’s too hard on the head.

THE ROOTS OF “REGGAE” MUSIC 


Winter holiday makers to the Caribbean in the past 
couple of years have been talking about a new kind of 
sound, a new kind of music, with the beat that is alien and 
hard to describe, but nonetheless very danceable. Well, 
folks, this is called ‘reggae’ music, and contrary to 
popular conception of newness or originality, it is a form 
of music that has been around for a long time. 

Originally known as the “Blue Beat,” then “Ska,” 


reggae has been flourishing as form of music or another 
from the early 60’s. But, hang in folks, a young singer 
from the then British West Indies (Nassau) called Emile 


string of hits, when he was superseded by another called 
Jimmie Justice. 1964 was the year of groups, both rock 
and r&b, but the West Indian community in England 
developed this kind of music specifically for dancing. As I 
said earlier, this was the bluebeat. BlueBeat was 
Jamaican, and it’s prime mover was Prince Buster 
Campbell, a former boxer. However, the man to carry 
bluebeat to the charts was E. Recco and a young 
Jamaican lady called Millie. The song was ‘My Boy 
Lollopop’, and it made number two in the English charts 
in April 64. The sale worldwide was phenomenal. Her 
follow-up “Sweet William” made the charts, but this was 
the time the Beatles were getting stronger, and bluebeat 
vanished underground for a few years. 

The six years of 1964 to '70 were the best in the 
history of rock music, both for musicians and the 
audiences. With the Beatles and The Rolling Stones in the 
midst of it all, California was nurturing the Flower Power 
Sound (Electric Prunes, Grateful Dead, Jefferson 
Airplane, etc.), and in England, Alexis Korner, and John 


Mayall, were founding the traditional English Blues 
sound, out of which came, Clapton, Beck, Micky Jones, 
Peter Green, (the original founder of Fleetwood Mac),

Reggae never died. It went underground in England and 
resurfaced in Jamaica in its most powerful form. The 
‘third world’ economy of Jamaica gave reggae its heyday, 
and themusic became the voice of the have-nots. It 
became political music, and as usual, the West Indian 
community in UK welcomed it. It reached North America 
through the efforts of record companies who thought they 
found an easy way to make some greenbacks. As a 
commercial music form, reggae failed, but as an 
underground music form, it is the in thing. Bob Marley is 
the first Jamaican superstar, but before him were Jimmy 
Cliff, Desmond Dekker, The Pioneers, The Maytals, 
Third World, Burning Spear, Prince Buster, Millie Small, 
and of course, Chris Blackwell, the boss of Island records 
in England, who first saw the potential of reggae as a 
valid music form.

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Will M.D. roads benefit 
from large grant? 


Relief may be in sight for 
the residents of M.D. Stur- 
geon secking improved road 
conditions, particularly with 
regard to the Villeneuve 
Road and secondary roads 
#63S and #794, 

In an interview this week 
with a senior official in the 
Department of Transporta- 
tion it was emphasized that 
the Villeneuve Road (from 
Highway 2 at the weigh 
scales to Villeneuve) is the 
full responsibility of M.D. 
Sturgeon Council. It was felt 
however that under the 
recently-announced «billion 
dollar grant program for the 
current year, this road would 
gct priority attention by the 
M.D. In addition regular 
financial assistance, amoun- 
ting to $150,000 will again be 
allotted to Sturgeon Council 
for upgrading this road. The 
one-time grant of $500 per 
capita referred to has no 
strings attached other than 
retiring municipal debt and a 
number of rural munici- 
palities, including Sturgeon, 
were in a debt-free position 
or close to it. 

Grading and a paving 
contract are in the offing for 
Secondary Road 635 this 
year, the Gazette was told. 
Under the 1979-80 program 
the road, (which joins High- 
way 43 at Onoway to 


Highway 15 at Fort Sask- 
atchewan) will see grade 
work completed this year on 
the west end, and will then™ 
sit in graded condition, On 
the portion of the road from 
Highway 2 to #794, grading

New school year 


Board moves to 
cut staff costs 


Trustees of the Sturgeon 
School Division voted Wed- 
nesday to accept a recomm- 
endation that could save 
$70,000 in staffing costs next 
year. Because of the high 
number of drop-outs at the 
high school (82 so far this 
year) central office will com- 
pensate by reducing the 
original count (September 
1S) by eight percent when 
hiring teachers. This method 
would eliminate overstaffing. 
The January 4 pupil count 
would be dropped at all 
schools, 

Associate Superintendent 
Walter Heppler told trustees 
that typically 85% of the 
drop-outs occur in October 
leaving the high school 
overstaffed until the end of 
June. A certain number of 
the ‘drop-outs’ are actually 
students finishing programs 
at the end of a semester. 
Strathcona County uses a 
similar formula for staffing 
its high schools. 

ECS programs will also see 
a staffing policy change 
following an appeal by the 
Namao ECS, Enrolments up 
to 27 students will be 
allocated one half time 
teacher. Twenty-eight - 33 
pupils will get one half time 
teacher and one half time 
aide, Enrolments between 34 
and S4 will be allocated one 
full time teacher and enrol- 
ments between 55 and 66 will 


get one teacher and one 
teacher's aide full time.

Split noons under fire 


It has become obvious that 
students and teachers at 
Sturgeon Composite High 
School are not exactly de- 
lighted over the split noon 
hour set-up in operation 
since February 2. 

The results of a ques- 
tionnaire circulated to stu- 
dents and staff at the high 
school show that a large 
majority of those affected 
oppose the idea and a 
smaller majority of those 
unaffected also are in oppo- 
sition. 

Cafeteria and janitorial 
staff lined up heavily in 
favour, citing less litter and 
improved seating space in 
the cafeteria as major fac- 
tors. The janitors were 100 
percent in favour while 60 
percent of cafeteria staff 
members were in favour and 
the other 40 percent didn’t 


have an opinion one way or 
the other. Most students felt 
waiting time had improved 
but didn't see any change in 
the amount of litter. 

The most convincing argu- 
ment against split noons (in 
this reporter's opinion) is the 
fact that 38 percent of 
teachers and 50 percent of 
students felt classes in 
session were being disrup- 
ted. Students also complain- 
ed that it wasn't allowing 
enough time for noon hour 
activities (athletics, etc.) and 
meeting friends is a problem. 

Teachers and students 
agreed that split classes 
result in lost time for studies, 
too long an afternoon and 
increased fatigue. They dis- 
agreed on whether two 40 
minute periods were effec- 
tive for learning with 66 
percent of the students 


responding no and 53 per- 
cent of the teachers res- 
ponding yes. 

Most teachers agreed that 
the split noons had eased 
their supervisory duties. 

School principal Bill Mac- 
Donald concluded that the 
split noons have ‘‘not sub-

MD counting on you 


The last time the MD 
conducted a census was back 
in 1976. At last Thursday's 
meeting council decided to 
have a census taken this 
year, sometime before June 
30th. 

Recreation had pushed for 
the census taking as most of 
their grants are figured 
directly from the past cen- 
sus. Larry Kirkpatrick re- 
minded council that the 
population of the MD had 
increased significantly over 
the last two years, and 
recreation stood to receive a 
dramatic increase in grant 


money if the census figure 
was updated. 

Gib Boddez pointed out to 
council that official popula- 
tion figures also directly 
affect transportation grants, 
and equalized assessment. 

Councillor Crozier made 
the motion to take a census 
this year, but suggested it 
should just be a head count 
without added questions to 
minimize the cost. Recrea- 
tion agreed to help alleviate 
the cost further by compiling 
a data once it had been 
gathered. The last census

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Sturgeon School Board Briefs 


PARK RESERVES 


The Board decided Wed- 
nesday to seek legal advice in 
their dispute with MD 
Sturgeon over Park Reserve 
and School Reserve land 
dedications. The Board feels 
it has a right to money in lieu 
of land for its ‘share’ because 
most often the parcel is too 
small for a school site yet the 
Board must provide school- 
ing to children living in the 
new subdivisions. 

Trustee John McDonell 


The former Cunningham School in Morinville looks a great deal different today. 
The school opened in 1955 with 120 students but enrolment declined to 60 
the year before the school closed in 1971. Sturgeon Regional Recreation 
occupied the premises from 1974-78 when the Sturgeon School Division 
moved in its Central office. Morley Workun of the firm Mcintosh, Workun and 
Chernenko was the architect on the project contracted by Plumb Construction.

HIGH SCHOOL BUS 


Sturgeon Composite will 
hang on to its bus following a 
recommendation of the 
Board's Transportation Co- 
mmittee. The committee 
looked at three alternatives - 
sell, remain as is, or put the 
bus on a regular route. John 
McDonell moved that if an 
additional bus is needed in 
September, the high school 
bus be incorporated into a 
route (of short length). He 
felt that by owning their own 
bus they might have a 
reasonable indication of the 
costs involved in operating; 
presumably an advantage 
when settling contracts with 
the Sturgeon bus drivers. 
The bus will be used for high 
school trips the remainder of 
the time. 


LIFE COURSES 


The Board will be explor- 
ing the possible methods by 
which it can have its Life 1S 
courses continued at the 25 
level. Trustee Joyce Porsild 
told other trustees she was 
receiving requests for 25 and 
3S levels of the program. 

Division administration 
pointed out that costs in- 
volved in developing curri- 
culum made it prohibitive to 
a small district and that in 
any case Alberta Education 
approval would not come 
before September 1981 given 
that the courses were de- 
veloped as quickly as poss- 
ible. 

Mr. Tony Taylor, director 
of Instruction told members 
that Life 15 was currently 
being evaluated by Alberta 
Education with recommen- 
dations (including Life 25 
and 35) due around the first 
week of May, Apparently the 
curriculum branch of Alberta 
Education is about two years 
behind with some concern 
expressed by E. A, Torgun- 
rud, director of curriculum, 


that the political arm of 
government was putting 
pressure on the department 
(presumably the Heritage 
Resource Learning Project). 

Redwater Trustee Ruth 
Wall suggested Sturgeon 
lobby Edmonton Separate to 
develop courses at the 25 and 
35 level as it was they who 
developed the 15 level 
course, ‘'Perspectives for 
Living.” 

Mr. Taylor also went over 
new trends in curricula with 
trustees. He will come before 
the Board in the near future 
with his recommendations 
which will likely include the 
implementation of a new 
Social Studies course for 
most or all grade levels. The 
new program was developed 
by the Heritage Resource 
Learning team and includes 
greater provincial and Cana- 
dian content. 


SCHOOL GROUNDS 


The school grounds at both 
Horse Hill and Camilla will 
be levelled and graded this 
summer on the recommen- 
dation of the Building Com- 
mittee chaired by Trustee 
Don Hood, The committee 


recommended that the work 
be let to a private company 
for commencement in early 
July. It was generally agreed 
that the likelihood of the MD 
finding the time to do the 
work was minimal although 
trustees agreed to send a 
letter anyways. If the MD is 
able to do the work, which 
the Board wants a July 
commitment for, taxpayers 
would be given a break on 
costs. 

In any case trustees feel 
work on school grounds is 
past due as put succinctly by 
John McDonell, **The School 
Board has done damn little or 
nothing to improve school 
grounds.’* Mr. McDonell has 
been pushing to have gr- 
ounds work including in 
school construction for the 
last year, 


AWARD 


Trustees approved a re- 
quest for sponsorship of an 
award for the Grade 9 
improvement program at 
Namao School. The Award, 
$25, is equal to that already 
in existence in the regular 
Grade 9 program.

Both Trustee Porshild and 
Trustee Everitt mentioned 
that they had had some 
complaints from the public 
over the fact the spring break 
was not timed for Easter. 
Mr. Everitt would like to see 
the number of operational 
days increased to the maxi- 
mum 200 recommended by 
the School Act. Division

Continued From Page B 1 
vince. 

The MD had 1,243 miles of 
municipal roads in 1977, and 
in 1978 the figure dropped to 
1,229.5 miles. 

‘In fairness,’’ said the 
official, all levels of govern- 
ment are caught in the 
inflation squeeze, and cost 
per mile for building and 
maintaining roads have risen 
sharply. However M.D. St- 
urgeon has benefited to a 
larger extent than many rura) 
municipalities over the past 
four years. 

It seemed to this reporter 
that the unexpected one-time 
grant to municipalities this 
year will be the biggest 
factor in getting badly-need- 
ed road improvements in 
Sturgeon, Council is under 
continuous pressure in this 
matter - and the grant netted 
them $6,684,500. 

Our final question on 
municipal assessment br- 
ought home the fact that 
municipal government, even 
in rural areas, is big 
business. 

Equalized assessment for 
taxation purposes in 1977 
was 59 million, 700,000 
dollars, when the population 
of the M.D. was 12,861. In 
1978, with a population o 
13,369 the equalized assess- 
ment was $67.8 million 
dollars.

Continued From Page B 1 
ber said she didn’t think the 
Board's reasons for taking its 
position could be strong 
enough.

The president of the 
Students’ Union said, ‘*Mr.

One PIC member asked 
the Board what it had based 
its decision not to make 
permanent Mr. MacDonald's 
position on, Chairman Lois

Another PIC member ask- 
ed if it was true that the next 
principalship at Sturgeon 
Comp would be permanent 
and not acting as Mr.

It is an eight hour 
course, after which gradua- 
tes will be certified by the 
Canadian Heart Foundation 
as ‘‘Heart Savers."* 

CPR stands for Cardio- 
pulmonary resuscitation. 
Cardio refers to heart and 
pulmonary refers to lungs. 
Hence, resuscitation of the 
heart and lungs. 

If someone's heart stops, 
for whatever reason (eg. 
heart attack, electrocution, 
drowning, etc.), all circula- 
tion stops. With no circula- 
tion, no oxygen gets to the 
brain and brain death begins 
in four to six minutes. 

CPR teaches rescuers to 
pump the heart for the victim 
and to provide life-sustaining 
Oxygen by artificial res- 
piration. 

This course is being taught 
all over Canada and the 
United States. An example of 
some statistics: In North 
America, 50 - 60 percent of 
victims of cardiac arrest 
(heart stoppage) die before 
reaching a hospital. In Seat- 
tle, Washington, one out of 
every five persons knows 
CPR. In Seattle, 30 - 40 
percent of victims die before 
reaching hospital. The death 
rate is cut in half!! 

The heart-saver course is 
recommended by the Cana- 
dian Heart Foundation for 
lay people. The course 
includes: 

1) One-man CPR - pro- 
cedure of heart massage and 
artificial respiration on a 
victim of cardiac arrest by 
one person. 

2) Triple Jaw Maneuver - 
Cross and Finger Sweep - 
procedure to ensure an open 
airway in someone who may 
have swallowed his tongue. 

3) Recovery position - a 
safe position in which to put 
an unconscious victim who 
does not need CPR. The 
main objective is to ensure 
that if a victim vomits no 
emesis will get in to his 
lungs. 

4) Conscious obstructed 
airway procedure - A con- 
scious victim is choking. 
(Cafe coronary). 

5) Carotid pulse-check pr- 
ocedure - Find and count the 
main pulse - the Carotid 
pulse.

THE ALBERTA PIONEERS REPAIR PROGRAM 
which provides up to $2,000 grant for repairs and 
improvements to homes owned by senior citizens will 
commence on July 1, 1979. This is an additional grant to 
the $1,000 grant for households with an annual family 
income of $12,000 or less.

ASSOCIATION PROGRAM - Grant benefits will be 
doubled to $500 as of April 1, 1979.

Sturgeon School Division No. 24 operates 10 schools with a total student enrolment, 
as of December 21st, 1978, of 4367 (kindergarten to Grade XII). The total teaching 


staff at the school level numbers 222 teachers. Additionally thirty-one

four full time counsellors and four certified administrators (Superintendent, Associate 
Superintendent, Directors of Special Services and Instruction) provide support and 
consultative services to school programs and staffs.

Of the 222 teachers, 27 are deployed in providing services to students with special 


educational needs. 


The pupil teacher ratio at the school level is 19.04:1 and at the system level 18.38:1. 
Class sizes vary from 10 students in a special education class to an average of twenty- 


seven in a regular class. 

In addition to the Secretary-Treasurer 
and his Assistant, the Director of 
Facilities and the payroll accountant, four 
stenographer-clericals are employed at the 
Divisional office level. A staff of two 
library-technicians are employed in the 
central instructional materials centre and 
three individuals are involved in the 
warehousing and distribution of school 
supplies, instructional materials and equip- 
ment. 

A staff of six maintenance workers, nine 
custodians and twenty-six part-time care- 
takers under the supervision of the 
Director of Facilities, is responsible for the 
maintenance and janitorial services for all 
school buildings. 

A fleet of sixty-eight privately contrac- 
ted buses provides transportation services 
for all students with the exception of those 
students residing in Bon Accord, Gibbons 
and Redwater who attend the local school. 

The School Board is composed of seven 
trustees elected in the fall of 1977 for a 
three year term. Trustees and _ the 
Subdivision areas from which they have 
been elected are as follows: 

Subdivision 1 (Camilla School area) - 
Mr. John McDonell; Subdivision 2 (Bon 
Accord School area) - Mr. Keith Everitt; 
Subdivision 3 (Redwater School area) - 
Mrs. Ruth Wall; Subdivision 4 (Gibbons

chairman for the current year. 


GROWTH IN THE SYSTEM 


Growth in student enrolments for the 
system as a whole has been in the order of 
five to six percent per year for each of the 
last two years. In September 1977, the 
total school population stood at 4133 
students (K-Gr. 12). By September of the 
following year, the student count had risen 
to 4390 for an increase of 257 students. 

This growth is due largely to residential 
development in the included towns and 
village and acreage development in the 
rural area particularly along the valley of 
the Sturgeon River, Six free standing 
portable classrooms leased from the 
Edmonton Public system and four from 
Grande Cache belonging to the Depart- 
ment of Education, have been pressed into 
service to temporarily accommodate stu- 
dents resulting from the increased growth 


until such time as new construction can be 
brought on stream, 

At the present time, the Department of 
Education has given authorization for an 
addition to the Sturgeon Composite high 
school which will increase its capacity by 
two hundred and fifty students. With the 


exception of a Mechanics 12 Laboratory, | 


this construction will be of the attached 
portable design in order that it can be 
relocated to another site at such time in 
the future as another high school is 
warranted. It is hoped that this construc- 
tion will be pretty well completed by early 
fall. 

The Board has also approved of the 
preparation of statements of need for 
additions to the Redwater and Namao 
Schools. These should be finalized and, if 
given government approval, work on the 
projects commenced sometime during the 
1979 calendar year. Undoubtedly school 
space needs at other centres will also have 
to be given careful consideration to meet 
the space demands resulting from housing 
developments throughout the Division. 


DIVISIONAL OFFICE 


After many years of leasing office space 
from the Municipal District of Sturgeon, 
the School Division has established a 
Divisional Office Building of its own. 
During the course of 1978, the Board let a 
contract to renovate the old four-room 
Cunningham School located in the town of 
Morinville, into a Divisional office 
building. The school had been leased, 
since shortly following its closing in 1971, 
to the Sturgeon Regional Recreation 
Council. Occupation of the building took 
place in early September after a five- 
month temporary accommodation of the 
Divisional office in portable classrooms 
behind the Sturgeon Composite high 
school. This was necessary in order that 
the Recreation Council could be accom- 
modated in the M.D. building and the 
Cunningham School vacated for renova- 
tions. 

The renovations, which ran at about 
two-thirds the cost of new construction, 
have converted the old school into a 
modern, practical office building with as 
long a life expectancy as had it been 
newly-constructed. The five acre site is 
sufficiently large to allow for future 
expansion of the building to meet the 
demands for additional office Space as the 
School system continues to grow. 
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COMPUTERIZATION OF 
BOOKKEEPING AND 
PERSONAL RECORDS 


During 1978, the Board authorized the 
leasing of a computer to be used for 
maintaining the Divisional accounting 
system, the maintenance of staff personnel 
records, pupil personnel accounting, as 
well as for school timetabling and test- 


scoring purposes. 

The accounts payable, general ledger 
and payroll are now being processed 
through the computer and other programs 
are in the process of being developed. The 
computerization of records will permit the 
Board to have much more information 
available, and with faster access, to assist 
it in its decision making and monitoring 
roles. 


Instructional Programs 


- Regular 


Sturgeon School Division continues to 
offer a varied and comprehensive program 
to students from Grade I through XII. 
Major thrusts, throughout this past year 
have been directed towards development of 
Sturgeon Composite High School pro- 
grams and policies, in its second year of 
Operation, and towards a review of 
offerings I - IX. 

Sturgeon Composite High ‘entered its 
second year with many of its initial year 
problems behind it. The school building 
and grounds were essentially completed 
and students and staff had begun to 
develop the routines, procedures and 
policies which are so essential to the 
smooth operation of a school. The growth 
of cocurricular and extra curricular activity 
in the school attests to the development of 
good school spirit, Interschool sports 
teams have had good success in volleyball, 
basketball and in gymnastics and some 
excellent work has been done in the fine 
arts area - principally music and drama. 

A locally developed program L.LF.E., 
which centres on individual growth, was 
successfully implemented, Parents and 
students alike have enjoyed this course 
offering, a great deal, 

After a critical review of texts, and 
teaching materials in the Elem. Jr, High 
School last year, several major textbook 
changes were implemented in the fall of 
1978. A new integrated Language Arts 
series was introduced at the upper 
elementary level and new Language and 
Literature texts replaced the old series in 
junior high. A new junior high Mathemat- 
ics series introduced throughout the junior 


high grades, has been well accepted by 
teachers in the schools of the Division. 
Subject area teachers have had an 
opportunity to meet periodically to discuss 
the materials, evaluation procedures and 
instructional practices used in_ their 
teaching specializations. Groups meet 
under the direction of an administrator and 
have made some very worthwhile contri- 
butions to the educational process in this 
jurisdiction, including the painstaking 
analysis and piloting of textbooks. 

Some extremely good work is being 
done in the area of fine arts. Excellent 
instructional music programs, including 
two in string and six in brass, are 
operating in the elementary and junior high 
schools. These programs serve as excellent 
student motivation for the music programs 
in school, and generally do much to raise 
the status of fine arts in the eyes of 
students. 


INSTRUCTIONAL POLICIES 


This school year has been a time of 
intense review of many aspects of school 
operation, and several new and revised 
policies have been developed and adopted, 
or are being considered for adoption, by 
the Board. 


EVALUATION 


Principals, teachers and administrators 
have wrestled with the problems of student 
evaluation and have attempted to devise a

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policy which treats students uniformly, 
reflects provincial standards, is fair and 
just and allows for appeal. The trend 
throughout the Province appears to be in 
the direction of greater standardization of 
course objectives and evaluation proce- 
dures, consistent with the move to improve 
student performance in the basics.” 


ATTENDANCE 


High school student absence has in the 
past, been a major problem in high schools 
throughout Alberta. The Divisional policy, 
which recently received Board approval, 
calls for constant attendance of students 
with little tolerance for inexcusable 
absence. 


VOCATIONAL 


A great deal of research and discussion 
has taken place on the nature of the 
vocational program offered at S.C.H.S. 
Policies which represent the Board's 
philosophical stand on these programs are 
soon to be finalized and should serve as a 
basis for decisions related to student 
selection for industrial programs, and to 
the manner of offering these programs. 


WORK EXPERIENCE EDUCATION 


Recently adopted policy has allowed 
Redwater and §.C.H.S. to engage in Work 
Study and Work Experience Programs. 
Students move into the work world and 
experience, for periods of up to six weeks, 
the work environment. This year, students 
have worked in welding shops, hairdres- 
sing salons, hospitals, stores, garages and 
a variety of other establishments under the 
guidance of teachers. Such experience 
frequently adds relevance to academic 
courses at the school and permits the 
student to survey the work fields and make 
a more rational career choice. 


PRACTICE TEACHERS 


The Division has co-operated with the 


The unique educational needs of pupils 
which cannot be met through the regular 
programs are attended to by special 
education programs. Some assistance is 
obtained for these programs through 
special education teaching position grants, 
the School Foundation and the Educa- 
tional Opportunity Fund, The balance of 
costs to provide classes for educably 
mentally handicapped pupils, learning 
disabled pupils and for pupils with social 
or emotional difficulties are locally funded. 

A staff of 27 teachers and three para- 
professionals who have a commitment to 
pupils who have experienced serious 
difficulties in progressing at an average 
rate in regular programs are presently 
employed by the division. In addition to 
being interested in helping disadvantaged 
pupils, these teachers have gained exper- 
tise through special training or experience 
to meet their commitments. 

Three EMH classes are operated at 
Namao School for slow learning pupils at 
the primary, elementary and junior high 
school levels, Three teachers and a 
teacher-aide working with 43 pupils 
produces a  pupil/teacher ratio which 
permits individualized instruction to a 
greater extent than in regular classes, The 
pupils progress in a modified academic 
program at a pace compatible to their 
abilities and skill levels. The academic 
program is complemented by industrial 
arts and home economics at the junior high 
school age. 

Children, grades one, two and three, 
with learning disabilities, receive help in a 
resource room operating in each of the 
schools, except Horse Hill School where 
there are two such facilities. The teachers 
who design and teach the resource 
programs have special training in diagno- 
sing and remediating difficulties associated 
with the learning processes. The learning 


Faculty of Education, U. of A., to enable 
seven student teachers to come in to 
classes at all levels and work with teachers 
to gain experience at a practical level. 
Typically each student teacher spends a 
four to six week term observing and then 
actually teaching classes under the 
supervision of the regular teacher. These 
young people, fresh from courses in 
current theory, invariably make an 
important contribution to the schools in 
which they serve. 


Instructional Programs - 


disabled children recieve help individually 
or in small groups for varying amounts of 
time during the instructional day. The 
greater portion of the day is spent in the 
pupils’ home room. 

Special Help classes were established in 
each of the schools at the beginning of this 
school year. Special Help Teachers assist 
pupils at the grade four, five and six levels 
to catch up in basic math and language 
skills they missed or failed to master in 
earlier lessons, In addition to working. 
toward improving language and mathema- 
tic skills, these teachers support develop- 
ment in the perceptual and- self-concept 
areas if necessary. 

The Junior High School Improvement 
Program, offered at Namao School is 
available for boys and girls age 13-15, 
who have failed to master the Junior High 
School course of studies. The emphasis of 
the Improvement Program lies in upgra- 
ding basic academic skills. The Industrial 
Arts and Home Economics component of 
the program aid in the motivation of the 
pupils and gives them opportunities for 
some “hands-on activities,” The program 
can accommodate 64 pupils who for the 
major portion of the day, are divided into 
four groups. 

The Academic Occupational Program 
offered at SCHS is designed to meet the 
needs of students who have a strong 
vocational interest and whose mastery of 
the basic academic skills at the completion 
of Junior High School is not adequate to 
permit them to complete successfully a 
regular high school program within a three 
year period. As for other special classes, 
the pupil/teacher ratio is lower than for 
regular classes. A/O pupils spend ap- 
proximately half of their time in academic 
subjects and the balance of the day in 
vocational subjects preparing themselves to 
enter the working world in a trade, service 


SCIENCE FAIRS 


Several Divisional schools have or- 
ganized science fairs, designed to permit 
Students to develop and exhibit some 
aspect of their school science program. 
Interest of students and parents has been 
outstanding and benefit to regular science 
programs is evident. Science fair winners 
have an opportunity to compete at the 
provincial and national levels. 


occupation or technology. 

For those pupils whose needs cannot be 
met through programs within the division, 
financial support is provided and arrange- 
ments made to attend classes in the two 
Edmonton School systems or such schools 
as St. Mary’s Salesian Junior High 
School, Winnifred Stewart School, Evelyn 
Unger School for Language and Learning 
Development, School for Autistic and the 
Glenrose School Hospital. 

All pupils requiring placements in 
special educational settings are referred to 
a school psychologist for an in-depth 
diagnostic assessment. Parental approval 
as well as a_ school psychologist’s 
recommendation are the pre-requistes for 
all special placements, The school psy- 
chologists and counsellors also provide 
consultative services to teachers, adminis- 
trators and parents in relation to the 
educational and personal needs of any 
pupil. 

The addition of a counsellor at the 
beginning of the school year brings the 
total of pupil personnel staff to five, 
including the Director of Special Services. 
The Counsellors are available to any pupil 
on request to assist him/her with 
educational difficulties, personal concerns 
and, educational and career planning. 

The Early Childhood Services programs 
continue to be an important aspect of the 
educational system. The principal or vice- 
principal acts as the ECS co-ordinator at 
each centre, Parental input into the ECS 
program is made possible through each 
Local Advisory Committee. These pro- 
grams have become an integral and 
necessary part of a child’s educational life. 
The young pupils are provided with 
readiness activities to prepare them for the 
academic work in Grade | and also are 
afforded opportunities to adjust physically 
and socially to the school environment.

TRANSPORTATION SERVICES 

There are 68 contract school buses 
operating in the Sturgeon School Division, 
On every school day, these buses transport 
nearly 3,200 passengers and cover 5,300 
miles (8,528 km). 

Forty-two of the school buses provide 
independent transportation services to the 
Division’s six Elementary/Junior High and 
Redwater Schools as follows: Bon Accord 
4; Camilla 8; Gibbons 6; Horse Hill 10; 
Redwater 3 and Sturgeon Heights 10. The 
additional twenty-six buses provide trans- 
portation services to the Sturgeon Com- 
posite High School and to the Namao 
Elementary/Junior High. These buses 
accommodate Specia! Education and High 
School students from the area of the entire 
School Division to, Namao as well as 
providing transportation service for all the 
Namao attendance area for all grades. 

It is Board Policy to provide transpor- 
tation to all students within its jurisdiction 
who reside more than one and one half 
miles from a Divisional School, however 
in most cases, gate service is provided for 
rural students, provided that the bus is not 
required to deviate from its normal route 
and provided safety considerations, near- 
ness of residence, turn-about points, time 
elements, etc, may require that a loading 
and unloading point other than gate be 
designated. 

Students residing in rural subdivision are 
generally picked up within the subdivision 
provided that subdivision has adequate and 
suitable access (loop road) requiring no 
“back-ups” for turn-around and provided 
that, in the opinion of the Board, the road 
system meets minimum standards to safely 
transport students without being impeded 
by road design, road conditions, traffic or 
parked vehicles. Pick-up stops in a rural 
subdivision normally will not exceed two 
stops and are at the discretion of the 
Board.

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Alberta family home purchase program 


Tom Chambers, minister 
of Housing and Public 
Works, has announced that 
the government has imple- 
mented the new Alberta 
Family Home Purchase Pro- 
gram. Effective immediately 
the Alberta Home Mortgage 
Corporation administered 
program will provide mort- 
gage financing and subsidies 
to assist low and middle 
income Alberta families with 
the purchase of their own 
home. 

Both builders who wish to 
construct homes on a specu- 
lative basis and individual 
homeowners applicants are 
eligible for financing. Home- 
owner applicants may pur- 
chase an existing home, 
engage a builder to construct 
their home or if qualified, act 
as their own general con- 
tractor for the construction of 
their home. 

Subsidies to families are 
based on income and can be 
a maximum of $219 per 
month. This subsidy trans- 


lates to an effective mort- 
gage interest rate of less 
than 4% percent. In order to 
be eligible for a subsidy, 
families must have resided in 
Alberta for two out of the last 
five years. 

Both new and existing 
homes are eligible for fin- 
ancing under the Alberta 
Family Home Purchase Pro- 
gram. The total cost of an 
existing home cannot exceed 
$52,000 while the maximum 
price for a new home ranges 
from $52,000 to $62,000 
depending on the lot price. 
Down payment required may 
be as low as five percent of 
the purchase price. 

The maximum mortgage 
available under the program 
is $57,000 and the maximum 
size of home allowable is 
1184 sq. ft. (110 m2) for a 
bungalow, bi-level or split 


level or 1507 sq. ft. (140 m2) 
for a two-storey. Families 
who qualify will have an 
adjusted income of $21,000 
or less. In adjusting gross 
income up to a $4,000 
deduction is granted for the 
wages of a working spouse 
and $300 will be permitted as 
a deduction for each de- 
pendent child. 

In addition to possibly 
receiving regular subsidy 
first time homeowners who 
obtain financing for new 
modest homes under the 
Alberta Family Home Pur- 
chase Program, will be 
eligible for an additional 
monthly subsidy of $20. The 
“Starter Home Owner Sub- 
sidy’’ will run for a 30 month 
period, The purpose of this 
subsidy is to provide first 
time homeowners with funds 
for some of the extra
